ZURICH, Switzerland, Sept. 19 
(AP) — Winston Churchill today 
urged establishment of “some kind 
ef United States. of Europe” in 
which France and Germany would 
take the joint lead. 

Declaring in an address at the 
University of Zurich that “we 
dwell strangely and precariously

the atomic bomb,” Britain’s war- 
time Prime Minister said Europe 
needed a regional organization 
within the United Nations. - 

“France and Germany must 
take the lead together,” he said. 
“Great Britain, the British com- 
monweaith of nations, mighty 
America and, I trust, Soviet Rus- 
sia—for then, indeed, all would be 
well — must be the friends and 
sponsors of the new Europe and 
must champion its right to live 
and shine.” 

After citing Germany's crimes, 
Churchill said: 

“The guilty must be punished. 
Germany must be deprived of the 
power to rearm and make another 
aggressive war. But when all this 
has been done as it will be done, 
as it is being done, then there 
must be an end to retribution.” 

Wants a Federal Germany. 

He called for a federal govern- 
ment for Germany, saying “the 
anciént states and principalities 
of Germany, newly joined together 
into a federal system might take 

their individual place among the 
United States of Europe.” 

Speaking of the-urgency of find- 
ing a solution of the world’s prob- 
lems, he said “the atom bomb is 
still only in the hands of a state 
or nation which we know will 
never use it except in the cause 
of right and freedom, but it may 
well be that in a few years this 
awful agency of destruction will 
be widespread and the catastrophe 
following its use by several war- 
ring nations will not only bring 
to an end all that we call civiliza- 
tion, but may possibly disintegrate 
the world itself.” 

Churchill made but the one 
reference to Russia. 

Reference to Truman. 

In discussing the European 
union which. he envisions, Church- 
il] said: 

“I was very glad to read in the 
mewspapers two days ago that 
my friend President Truman had 
expressed his interest and sym- 
pathy with this great design. 
There is no reason why a regional 
organization of Europe should in 
any way conflict with the world 
erganization of the United Na-

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FOOD PRICES RISE 3.4 PCT. 
HERE IN MONTH, U.S. SAYS 


Labor Bureau Puts 


Retail Costs in Mid- 


August 21.9 Pct. Higher Than Year 
Ago, 76.9 Than January, 1941. 


Food prices in St. Louis in- 
creased 3.4 per cent between mid- 
July and mid-August, while retail 
prices of living essentials for 
moderate income families here ad- 
vanced 2 per cent in the same pe- 
riod, the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor reported today. 


St. Louis’s retail food prices 
were 21.9 per cent higher than a 
year ago, 76.9 per cent higher 
than in January 1941, and 87.1 per 
cent higher than in August 1939. 


Greatest increases in food items 
in the July-August period were 
for bread, white bread going up 
9.4 per cent, whole wheat advanc- 
ing 8.9 per cent and rye bread 
increasing ‘11.1 per cent. Cereals 
and bakery products’ generally 
rose 6.5 per cent in the period. 

Mects increased on the average 
43 per cent, although beef and 
veal declined 1.8 per cent. Round 
steak. at an average price of 


60.2 cents a pound, decreased 2.4 
per cent. while pork prices in- 
creased 14. per cent. 

Pork chops, at an average price 
of 58.3 cents a pound, increased 
15.7 per cent; bacon, at an average 
of 62.1 cents a pound, increased 
17.4 per cent. Lamb increased 6.8 
per cent on the average, 


The bureau’s report showed 
that in the July-August period, 
before the current meat shortage 
set in, chickens, decreased 4.1 per 
cent, while fresh and canned fish 
decreased 3.6 per cent, Poultry 
prices have soared in the last 
week under a heavy consumer de- 
mand due to the scarcity of meat 
and now are at a record high. 

Also in the same period, dairy 
products decreased 1.6 per cent, 
but recent price increases for 
meat substitute items have more 
than offset the decrease. Eggs, 
at an average price of 54.1 cents

ARMY AND NAVY 
ADVOCACY Ot WAR 
ON RUSSIA DENIED 


Patterson and Forrestal 
Tell Truman There Is 
No Basis for Wallace 


Statement. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP)—. 
The Secretaries of War and Navy 


said last night that they knew 
of no responsible Army or Navy 
officer “who has ever advocated or 
even suggested a policy or plan of 
attacking Russia.” 

In a joint letter to President 
Truman, released by the White 
House, they said there was “no 
basis” for a statement by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Wallace that a 
schoo. of military thinking is ad- 
vocating “a preventive war, an 
attack on Russia now before Rus- 
sia has atomic bombs.” 


Secretary of War Patterson and 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
completely disavow any such 
“thinking” as Wallace referred to. 
The text of the letter follows: 


“In the letter of Secretary 
Wallace dated July 23, published 
in the newspapers this morning, 
the statement is made that ‘a 
school of military thinking’ is 
advocating ‘a preventive war, an 
attack on Russia now before 
Russia has atomic bombs.’ 

“There is no basis for this 
statement. There is no such 
military thinking in the War 
and Navy departments. We 
know of no responsible officer 
in the Army or Navy who has 
ever advocated or even sug- 
gested a policy or plan of at- 
tacking Russia.”

By a 2-to-1 vote, the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, in a 
heated session today, approved a 
contract authorizing the St. Louis 
Symphony Society to use Kiel 
Auditorium next season at a rental 
of $7500. 

In voting against the proposal, 
Comptroller Louis Nolte said he 
would refuse to sign -he contract. 
This leaves the status of the con- 
tract in doubt, because the city 
charter provides all contracts 
made by the city must be signed 
or countersigned by the comptrol- 
ler. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
Albert Schweitzer, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, the other two 
board members, approved the con- 
tract after exchanging bitter 
words with Nolte.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 19—

Had all of the 32 city members 
been. present and voting for the 
bill, it would have passed. It now 
seems definitely disposed of for 
this session of the Legislature, 
and mass housing construction 
with federal aid must wait until 
the 1947 Legislature or some fu- 
ture one passes the necessary leg- 
islation to exempt such projects 
from taxation, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann of 
St. Louis, who has been in Jef- 
ferson City much of the time dur- 
ing the last two weeks urging the 
passage of the bill as of extreme 
importance to St. Louis, expressed 
disappointment at the action of 
the House. He said he would con- 
fer with members of the Legis- 
lature as to the possibility of 
again bringing it up if the Legis- 
lature resumes its sessions next 
month, but he indicated there was 
little hope. 

Two-Hour Debate. 

Taken up as a special order of 
business after the noon recess yes- 
terday, the measure was debated 
for more than two hours, the de- 
bate being carried on solely by 
Legislators from rural areas. In 
an effort:to hold to a minimum 
the ever-present antagonism of 


Many rural members’to the cities, 


it had been deemed good strategy 
for the city Representatives to 
remain out of the debate, 

The effort for passage yester- 
day marked the end of a difficult 
trail for the bill in the House. 
After its passage in the Senate, it 
was rejected by the House Re- 
vision Committee following an 
earlier vote to report it favorably. 
Then the House, acting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, decided the 
bill should be considered on the 
floor. 

When called up for passage a 
week ago, it was defeated, the 
vote of 61 to 38 being 15 less than 
the required constitutional ma- 
jority of 76. Seven St. Louis and 
seven Kansas City members were 
absent. Had they been present and 
voting for it, the bill would have 
been passed, as actually there 
were 62 aye votes, Representative 
Uxa of St. Louis having changed 
his vote when it was apparent the 
bill was defeated, to be in parlia- 
mentary position to move the re- 
consideration. 

When the vote was taken yes- 
terday there were 71 ayes and 43 
naes, but Speaker Elliott changed 
his vote to no to be in a position 
to move a second reconsideration 
if that should be decided on. Three 
St. Louis, two Kansas City and 
three Buchanan county § (St. 
Joseph) members were absent. 
Their votes would have passed 
the bill,

Wallace silenced himself on all 
subjects yesterday after rejecting 
Truman’s proposal that he ad- 
dress the voters on domestic is- 
sues only. 

When Wallace met with Tru- 
man at the White House yester- 


day, the President objected to 
Wallace’s anti-Administration for- 
eign policy speeches during the 
critical Paris peace talks. The 
two men met at first alone, the 
United Press was informed. 

Truman told Wallace he wanted 
above everything to have him re- 
main in the Cabinet but that his 
speeches were disturbing a very 
delicate. situation in Paris. They 
also were disturbing Byrnes, who 
was expected to resign if Wallace 
continued. 

Truman said that if Wallace 
would avoid foreign policy 
speeches it would be in the na- 
tional interest, but he urged 
Wallace to continue in the cam- 
paign to discuss domestic issues. 

Wallace bluntly rejected that 
idea. He later told reporters he 
had come to the conclusion that 
he couldn’t speak at all because 
he was an honest man. 

He told Truman he would not 
speak unless he could discuss for- 
eign policy. Truman could not 
permit that and still keep. BYfrnes 
in the Cabinet, and maintain the 
bi-partisan approach to foreign 
policy which the Administration 
has sought in the last few months. 

Later Truman summoned White 
House Secretary Charles G. Ross 
to urge Wallace to continue in the 
campaign, where he is the Admin- 
istration’s star performer before 
left-wing audiences. Ross failed, 
too. Wallace is walking out on 
the Democrats in their most 
critical congressional campaign 
since 1918. 

The Paris conference is expected 
to end in about five weeks. If 
Wallace then resumes his cam- 
paign against Administration for- 
eign policy, Byrnes will be more 
than ever tempted to resign. After 
next November’s election, Truman 
might be persuaded to let Byrnes 
go and hang on to Wallace if those 
were the inescapable alternatives. 

Wallace is the Administration's 
tie with the powerful left-wing 
whose support it must have to hold 
control of Congress this year and 
to win the White House in 1948. 

Wallace told reporters the ques- 
tion of resignation was not raised 
at his meeting with Truman, Tru- 
man, did, however, tell him that 
no Cabinet officer could attack 
Administration foreign policy in 
the midst of a touch-and-go peace

STOCKS OFF $1 TO $8 A SHARE,

Some Issues Regain Part of Loss 

After Selling Subsides; Then 

Sink Again. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP) 

Stock prices dropped below the 
previous low point of the year to- 
day on a noon-hour selling flood 
that subsided within an hour after 
causing declines of $1 to $8 a 
share, 
The plunge of values uncovered 
enough buying orders to enable 
some leaders to regain part of 
their losses, but many were Vul- 
nerable to late pressure and hit 
bottom for the day. The noon rush 
of liquidation swamped the Stock 
Exchange’s high speed _ ticker, 
which fell seven minutes behind 
floor transactions at one point. 

At the close United States Steel 
was down $3.25 from yesterday’s 
close; General Motors was off 
$2.37%, United States Rubber 
$4.12%, du Pont $4, Norfolk & 
Western $8 and Union Pacific 
$4.50. 

Brokers attributed the break to 
renewed concern over the labor 
and political outlook, pointing out 
that the movement was acceler- 
ated’ by belief the new low prices 
were confirming the theory that a 
bear market was in progress,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP)— 
‘The temporary muzzling of Secre- 
tary Wallace had Democrats wor- 
ried today, although Representa- 
tive Sparkman of Alabama said 
he thought the rift would be for- 
gotten by Election Day. 
Republicans repeated assertions 
that Wallace should resign. They 
did not hide their jubilation over 


the latest development in a situa- 
tion they previously had regarded 
as a windfall. The elections are 
less than seven weeks away. 

Wallace’s agreement not. to 
make any more speeches or state- 
ments until after the peace con- 
teltace in Paris had the imme- 
diate effect of depriving the 
Democratic party of a cabinet 
rank speaker who has a wide fol- 
lowing among labor and allied ele- 
ments. 

Under the agreement Wallace 
still could take an active part in 
the campaign if the Paris confer- 
ence winds up by the Oct. 15 goal 
now set for it. The conference 
might last longer, however, and 
the election falls on Nov, 5. 

Effect of Truce. 

In any event, some Democratic 
party officials were wondering 
whether the political harm already 
done by disclosure of the intra- 
party disagreement over foreign 
policy had not been aggravatédd by 
the Truman-Wallace compromise 
truce. 7 

They reasoned this way: The 
gagging of Wallace undoubtedly 
will arouse the ire of Wallace fol- 
lowers. The compromise which 
permits Wallace to remain in the 
cabinet is not going to set well 
with the anti-New Deal factions 
of the party. They wanted Wallace 
kicked out. :

TRUMAN, BYRNES 
HOLD 20-MINUI 
TELETYPE FALK 


Subject of Their First 
Direct Communication 
Since Wallace Speech 
Is Not Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP)— 
President Truman and Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes held a 
20-minute “conversation” by Wash- 
ington-Paris teletype today, but 
what they said to each other was 
not disclosed. It was the first di- 
rect exchange between the two 


since Secretary of Commerce Henry 
A. Wallace criticized Byrnes’s for- 
eign policy in a speech last 
Thursday. 

White House Press Secretary 
Ross gave reporters only the bare 
information that Truman and 
Byrnes had been in communica- 
tion. Ross would not say what 
had passed between them, or 
whether the exchange was cordial. 
or strained. Nor did Ross con- 
firm specifically that the Wallace 
situation was mentioned. 

Truman stood beside a teletype 
machine in the White House map 
room to communicate with Byrnes. 
What Byrnes had to say came in 
on the machine and the President 
told the operator what to send 
back in reply. Truman had tried 
to telephone Byrnes earlier this 
morning but was prevented by 
atmospheric disturbances,

PARIS, Sept. 19 (AP) — The 
atmosphere of extreme concern 
among members of the American 
delegation to the peace conference 
appeared to be undiminished to- 
night following a trans-Atlantic 
conversation between President 
Truman and Secretary of State 
Byrnes. 

Persons close to the delegation 
expressed the opinion that the ef- 
feet of Secretary of Commerce 
Wallace’s speech on America’s in- 
fluence in international affairs 
was the main topic discussed by 
Byrnes and the President.

PARIS, Sept. 19 (AP) ~. The 
United States served notice on the 
Slavic bloc today that the four 
power agreement on Trieste and 
the Italian-Yugoslav frontier was

James C. Dunn, United States 
Ambassador to Italy, told the Ital- 
jan political commission of the 
peace conference that the Ameri- 
can agreement included the crea- 
tion of a truly free state of 
Trieste. 

“The United States’ agreement 
to one part of that program,” he 
said, “is contingent on the accept- 
ance of all parts of that decision 
and the creation of real rights 
and guarantees to assure the free 
territory’s security and integrity.” 

Dunn spoke during discussion 
of the free territory's boundaries. 
Slav delegates want these _ re- 
stricted to the city proper and 
South Africa wants them enlarged 
along the Istrian coast southward. 

Dunn reminded the commission | 
that the agreement establishing 
two zones of military occupation 
along the “Morgan line” did not 
recognize Yugoslav claims in Is- 
tria and “in no way” would in- 
fluence the ultimate division. 

“When the Foreign Ministers’ 
Council decided, July 3, 1946, to 
cede all territory east of the 
French line to Yugoslavia, it also 
decided upon the creation of an 
international zone at Trieste under 
a statute to be approved by the 
Security Council,” he said. 

“That was all one decision, one 
agreement.” 

The commission rejected, 17 to 
one, a Brazilian amendment which 
would have fixed the Italian- 
Yugoslav border north of Trieste 
near the Morgan line. Only Bra- 
zil voted in favor of this pro- 
posal. Belgium and China ab- 
stained. Other amendments will 


become a major battlefield.” 

“Such a war would result in 
nothing but tragedy for China,” 
he asserted, 

Chinese Strife and U.N. 

Asked if the Chinese Commu- 
nists want the Chinese civil war 
placed before the United Nations 
Security Council on the ground it 
constitutes a potential threat to 
international peace, Chou replied: 

“If the United States Govern- 
ment abandons its position as 
mediator and sides fully with the 
Kuomintang, in other words, if 
it continues its present policy, 
America will find herself called 
on to render an account to the 
world and to the Chinese people. 
However, the Communist party 
has not yet contemplated placing 
the case before the United Na- 
tions.” 

Chou said he would return to 
Nanking only if Chiang Kai-shek 
agrees to reconvene the military 
committee of three—Gen. George 
C. Marshall and Chinese Govern- 
ment and Communist representa- 
tives. The committee was set up in 
January in an effort to effect a 
truce in China’s civil strife but 
has been impotent since June be- 
cause of Kuomintang-Communist 
differences. 


Chou cajled the Nanking nego- 
tiations “senseless” and said they 
were designed “to camouflage the 
true civil war situation and black 
out the truth from the American 
and Chinese publics.” 


U.S. Policy Criticized. 


He said United States policy in 
China has resulted in a military 
situation “of the full stature of 
nation-wide civil war.” He re- 
peated that the Communists would 
fight regardless of the amount of 
American assistance to the Kuo- 
mintang, 

“The Communists will fight even 
though they lose Kalgan, Harbin 
and Hwaiyin, as well as major rail 
communications,” he said. “They 
never will surrender to the Kuo- 
mintang.” 


Chou indicated the Communists 
were prepared to sustain heavy 
losses if necessary and warned 
“even the loss of the national 
capital does not mean final de- 
feat.” 

He termed Marshall’s position 
difficult: “On the one hand he 
does not want to side with the 
Communists against the Kuomin- 
tang. On the other, he cannot find 
any proper basis for opposing 
Communist truce demands.” 

The Communists demand that 
Chiang order a national armistice 
before they will sit down for po- 
litical discussions; Chiang has in- 
sisted that political peace prfre- 
cede any military truce. 

Plea for ‘Lincoln Democracy.’ 


“The Communists do not ask 
United States help, they only ask 
that America help the Kuomin- 
tang establish peace in China—a 
peace creating a coalition govern- 
ment under which the Com- 
munists already have agreed to 
reduce their armed strength to 
one-sixth of China’s total army. 

“The outcome of such a peace 
would be democracy of the Lin- 
coln pattern. It would enhance 
Sino-American co-operation, the

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP) — 
Suit for damages of $10,000,000 was 
filed in United States District 
Court today by 55 of the largest 
interstate and local trucking con- 


cerfs in New York against Local 
807 of the AFL International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters on the 
ground the union was conducting 
an unlawful strike in violation of 
the Smith-Connally Act. 

The plaintiffs are members of 
the Motor Carrier Association of 
New York, the New York State 
Motor Carrier Association, or are 
independent truckmen, according 
to Harris J. Klein, counsel] for the 
two associations and the plain- 
tiffs, 

He said the 55 plaintiffs would 
be joined later in the action by 
450 other carriers and the dam- 
ages sought will be increased cor- 
respondingly. Of the 920 carriers 
in the city, Klein said, 700 are 
still unsigned with Local 807 and 
their trucks are not operating. 

In a statement separate from 
the complaint, Klein asserted the 
union had failed to file notifica- 
tion of intent to strike under the 
terms of the Smith-Connally Act. 

The action came as leaders of 
striking AFL unions reported that 
approximately 40 per cent of 
trucking employers had signed in- 
dividual agreement embodying a 
new wage formula. 

John E. Strong, president of 
Local 807 of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, said 
that 4715 members of his union 
and the two other striking locals 
—282 and 816—already had gone 
back to work. This represented 41 
per cent of those involved in the 
18-day-old strike, he said. 

Joseph M. Adelizzi, chairman of 

the joint committee claiming to 
represent 90 per cent of the city’s 
trucking employers, said a “dent” 
had been made in the wall of em- 
ploye’ resistence to the wage for- 
mula. He insisted, however, that 
“until the employers are offered 
a settlement based on economic 
sense and one the indust"y can 
accept, there will be no settlement 
—the strike will go on.” 
Under the new agreements the 
drivers were granted weekly wage 
increases of $7.40, a work week 
reduction from 44 to 40 hours, and 
other benefits.

In order that this may be accom- 
plished, there must be an act of 
faith in which millions of families 
speaking many languages must 
consciously take part.

united Germany to play a domi- 
nating part in the world, In this 
last struggle crimes and massa- 
cres have been committed which 
have no parallel since the invasion 
of the Mongols in the fourteenth 
century and have no equal at any 
time in human history. 

The guilty must be punished. 
Germany must be deprived of 
the power to rearm and make 
another aggressive war. But 
when all this has been done as 
it will be done, as it is. being 
done, then there must be an 
end to retribution. 

There must be what Mr. Glad- 
stone called a blessed act of obliv- 
ion. We must all turn our backs 
upon the horrors of the past. We 
must look to the future. We can- 
not afford to drag forward across 
the years that are to come the 
hatreds and revenges which have 
sprung from the injuries of the 
past. 

If Europe is fo be saved from 
infinite misery, and indeed from 
final doom, there must be this 
act of faith in the European fam- 
ily and this act of oblivion 
against all the crimes and follies 
of the past and the free peoples 
of Europe must rise to the height 
of these resolves of the soul and 
of the instincts of the spirit of 
man. 

If they can, the wrongs and in- 
juries which have been inflicted 
will have been washed away on 
all sides by the miseries which 
have been endured. 

Is there any need for any 
further conflicts or agony? Is the 
only lesson of history to be that 
mankind is wunteachable? Let 
there be justice, mercy and free- 
dom.

I am now going to say some- 
thing which will astonish you.

The structure of the United 
States of Burope, if well and truly 
built, will be such as to make the 
material strength of a single state 
less important, 

Small nations will count as 
much as large ones and gain their 
honor by their contribution to the 
common Cause. The ancient states 
and principalities of Germany, 
newly joined together into a fed- 
eral system, might take their 
individual place among the United 
States of Europe. 

I shall not try to make a de- 
tailed program for hundreds of 
millions of people who want to be 
happy, free and prosperous, and 
wish to enjoy the four freedoms of 
which the great President Roose- 
velt spoke, and live under the 
principles embodied in the Atlan- 
tic Charter. 

If this is the wish of Europeans 
in so many lands then they have 
only to say so and means can cer- 
tainly be found and machinery 
erected to carry that wish to full 
fruition. But I must give warning, 
time may be short. At present, 
there may be a epg space. 
The cannons have ceased firing. 
The fighting has stopped, but the 
dangers have not stopped, 

If we are to form a United 
States of Europe, or whatever 
name it may take, we must begin 
how. In these present days we 
dwell strangely and precariously 
under the shield, and I will 
even say protection, of the 
atomic bomb, The atomic bomb 
is still only in the hands of a 
state and nation which we know 
will mever use it except in the. 
cause of right and freedom, but 
it may very well be that in a 
few years this awful agency of 
destruction will be widespread 
and the catastrophe following 
from its use by several warring 
nations will not only bring to an 
end all that we call civilization 
but may possibly disintegrate the 
globe itself, 

I must now sum up the proposi- 
tions which are before us. Our 
constant aim must be to build and 
fortify the strength of the United 
Nations organization. Under and 
within that world concept, we 
must recreate the European fam- 
ily in a regional structure, calred 
it may be, the United States of 
Europe, and the first practical 
step would be to form a Council 
of Europe. 

If at first all states of Europes 
are not willing or able to join the 
union, we must, nevertheless, pro- 
ceed to assemble and combine 
those who will and can. The sal- 
vation of the people, of the com- 
mon people of every race and 
land, from war and servitude must 
be established on. solid founda- 
tions, and must be guarded by the 
readiness of all men and women

FR WORLD UNION 


Prelates Also Denounce Even 


the Thought of War 
With Soviets. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19 (AP) 
~The House of Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in- 
dorsed today a federal world gov- 
ernment characte as @ more 
effective instrument for world 
peace than the present United Na- 
tions, 

An appeal for “faith and fellow- 
ship with the Russian people” and 
a fiat denunciation of even the 
thought of war with the Soviet 
Union was urged in another reso- 
lution adopted by the bishops. It 
was sent immediately to the 
House of Deputies. The resolution 
was presented by Bishop William 
Scarlett of St. Louis. It asserted . 
that differences between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia must be re 
solved, 

The bishops approved an 
amended resolution on world gov- 
ernment which came from the 
House of Deputies of the fifty- 
fifth triennial general convention, 
where it was introduced by Owen 
J. Roberts, former associate jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The bishops deleted references 
in the House of Deputies resolu- 
tion which referred to the United 
Nations as “a futile instrument 
for world peace,” holding that 
phrase was a disparagement of 
the United Nations, 

The resolution as approved in- 
dorses what the United Nations 
already has accomplished and di- 
rects an appeal to the President 
of the United States and Con- 
gress to work toward strengthen- 
ing United Nations powers and 
at the same time strive for the 
eventual organization of a more 
powerful and representative 
world government, 

The church indicated yesterday 
it plans to expand substantially 
its missionary services. The dep- 
uties approved an increased sal- 
ary appropriation, averaging 10 
per cent for domestic miassion- 
aries, 15 per cent for headquar 
ters staff personnel and 30 per 
cent for foreign mission workers, 

The deputies also adopted a budg- 
et of $3,386,887 for next year, an in- 
crease of $651,829 over the 1946 
budget.

INSANE VETERAN KILLS 
MOTHER WITH KNIFE 


Parent Had Obtained His Re- 
lease From Hospital So 
She Could Nurse Him. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 19 (UP)— 
A mother’s insistence on taking 
care of her son, a_ deranged 
veteran of the Burma road, re- 
sulted in her death when he went 
violently insane, authorities said 
today. 

Mrs. Nan S. Cushing, 50 years 
old, was stabbed to death yester- 
day by her son, Gene, 26, who at- 
tacked her with a kitchen knife a 
few moments after he complained 
of “electric shocks” in his head.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP)—

Lewis made public his appeal 
as the board studied a mass of 
recommendations for and against 
return of price ceilings on ‘milk, 
butter, cheese and other dairy 
products. 

Dairy products were allowed to 
remain free of price ceilings by 
the Decontrol Board on Aug. 20 
when it restored price ceilings on 
meats and livestock. Re-imposi- 
tion of the meat price ceilings 
have caused widespread reports 
of shortages. 

A board official told a reporter 
that once the Decontrol board 
had ordered ceilings on any pro- 
duct it cannot remove them under 
terms of the OPA Extension Act, 
until OPA or the Secretary of 
Agriculture has rejected a plea 
for decontrol.

JUDGE REFUSES 10 
COMMIT 3 INSANE 


Asserts Arnold Has Au- 
thority Under New 
Law—Patients Now at 
Bliss Hospital. 5 a+ 


Nine insane persons, whom the 
city wants to place in state in- 
stitutions, are instead being cared 
for ‘at Bliss Psychopathic Hos- 
pital because of Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold’s refusal to com- 
mit them under a new law, Direc- 
tor of Pubic Wefare Henry S. 
Caulfield said today, 

The statute, which became ef- 
fective July 1, gives Probate 
Judges authority to commit to 
state institutions insane and in- 
digent persons. Formerly, county 
courts and the St. Louis Hospital 
Commissioner had this authority. 

Judge Arnold told the Post- 
Dispatch today he was withhold- 
ing action on the nine cases pend- 
ing in his court until he “studies 
the law further.” He said his un- 
derstanding was that his authority 
is to determine insanity only for 
purposes of appointing guardians 
and not for commitments to in- 
stitutions. 

Caulfield said a conference be- 
tween himself, Arnold and a rep- 
resentative of the City Counselor’s 
office would be held soon to try 
to reach an agreement on the 
matter, 

He pointed out that the Attor- 
ney General recently had issued 
an opinion upholding the new law 
and that Probate Judge Walter F. 
Stahlhuth of St. Louis county is 
proceeding under the new legisla- 
tion, 

“at City Sanitarium,” Caulfield 
said, “we have about 1000 more 
patients than should be there. To 
relieve the crowded condition we 
got permission from the state to 
send 250 new cases to state hos- 
pitals annually, at the rate of 
about five a week. 

“This arrangement worked out 
well when the Hospital Commis- 
sioner had authority to make com- 
mitments, but everything. is tied 
up now since the authority is re- 
stricted to the Probate Court.”

Senate Sends Compromise Measure to Gev- 
ernor After House Retreats From 
Stand for 24 Pct. Ceiling.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept, 19— 
The controversial uniform loan in- 
terest rate code bill, which has 
been pending in the legislature 
for more than a year, was finally 


passed today by the Senate, with 
a top rate of 27 per cent a year 
for the small-loan classification of 
lending. The bill now goes to 
Gov, Donnelly for approval. 

The Senate, which originally 
backed a higher rate schedule for 
the high-rate money lenders, in- 
cluding a 30 per cent ceiling for 
small loans, concurred in a con- 
ference committee report com- 
promising differences between the 
two houses, and passed the Dill 
by a vote of 24 to 2. 

Deadlock Broken Yesterday. 

A deadlock between the House 
and Senate over interest rates, ex- 
isting since last spring, was 
broken yesterday when the House 
retreated from its former stand of 
opposing any rate higher than 24 
per cent a year. The House yes- 
terday adopted the conference 
committee report, then passed the 
bill and sent it to the Senate. 

The House surrender on the top 
rate was a partial victory for the 
sma.l-loan lobby, headed by Al 
Wallach of St. Louis, executive 
vice president of the Missouri As- 
sociation of Small Loan Com- 
panies, 

The high-rate money lending 
groups gained Senate rejection 
earlier this year of a House-passed 
bill fixing a top rate of 24 per cent 
a year for installment loans. The 
House, in turn, last June rejected 
a Senate substitute bill authoriz- 
ing a ceiling of 30 per cent, The 
lobby then backed the subsequent 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee report placing the cei.ing at 
27 per cent a year. 

Bill Passes, 80 to 30. 


The House yesterday adopted 
this conference report, 87 to 28, 
and passed the bill, as amended 
by the report, 80 to 30. The 
favorable vote on passage was 
four more than the required 76. 
An emergency clause, to make 
the bill effective at once if ap- 
proved by Gov. Donnelly, failed of 
adoption. 

Representative Raymond J. 
Lahey (Dem.) of St. Louis, 
avowed foe of high lending rates, 
asserted “This House has dis- 
graced itself this afternoon by 
being a tool of the small-loan com- 
panies.” 

“If you are going to sit here 
as representatives of the people 
and vote for a 27 per cent rate,” 
Lahey said, “not only for the 
small-loan companies but any 
Shylock who wants to take ad- 


thorized rate of 24 per cent a 
year, with no limit on amount of 
the loan.

CIO Auto Workers’ Union Backs

DETROIT, Sept. 19 (UP)—The 
powerful CIO United Auto Work- 
ers’ Union last night pledged 
support to Secretary of Commerce 
Henry A. Wallace in his “struggle 
for an American foreign policy 
directed toward world peace.” 
Union Vice President R. J. 
Thomas, in a telegram to Wallace, 
said that “the outcry against you 
comes from those who have 
always been your enemies and 
the enemies of the democratic way 
of life.”

Press Views on Wallace Gag Range 
From ‘Evasion’ to ‘Ingenious’ Plan 


New York Times Asks Whether Foreign 
Policy Can Stand Strain—Some Editors 
Demand Cabinet Member Be Fired. 


By the Associated Press. 

The White House conference 
which resulted in a decision by 
which Secretary of Commerce 
Henry A. Wallace will make no 
public utterance until the end of 
the Paris peace conference was 
viewed by some editors both as an 
evasion of the issues raised by the 
cabinet rmember’s foreign policy 
stand and as an “ingenious solu- 
tion” of those issues. 

Other editors said that Wallace 
should have resigned his cabinet 
post or been dismissed by Presi- 
dent Truman. 

“The issue is not free speech for 
Mr. Wallace,” commented the 
New York Times. “Mr. Wallace 
can take his case to the country 
without being =. member of the 
cabinet. The issue is whether 
American foreign policy can stand 
the strain and endure the confu- 
sion of two officials of the same 
cabinet advocating contradictory 
foreign policies simultaneously.” 
Washington Star: “. . . an un- 
worthy compromise. Under the 
best of conditions the deal with 
Mr. Wallace would not be calcu- 
lated to promote tke i: 

the United States in a peaceful 
world, and it is peculiarly unfor- 
tunate at this critical juncture in 
international relationships.” 

The Rocky Mountain News in 
Denver observed: 

“It’s too bad that Secretary 
Wallace’s assttrance to President 
Truman at yesterday’s White 
House conference was not short 
and to the point: Something along 
this line: ‘Here, Mr. President is 
my resignation.’, That would have 
been infinitely Better for the coun- 
try—not to speak of the Adminis- 
tration—than the temporary gag 
agreement.” 

The Baltimore Sun viewed the 
results of the conference as “an 
ingenious solution of the difficulty 
which was produced when Mr. 
Truman, disavowing the cofttent of 
his Secretary of Commerce’s New 
York speech, still insist@i on the 
secretary's right to make it. It 
means, apparently, that the Presi- 
dent has finally convinced the sec- 
retary that the right of free speech 
does not include the right to cry 
fire in a crowded theater.” 


“Actually a matter of tremen- 
dous import is before us in this 
whole affair,” said the Boston 
Globe. “It involves not the scoring 
of debating points, or political ad- 
vantages, but the lives and for- 
tunes of our people.” 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
after declaring “Henry Wallace 
should have been fired out of the 
cabinet,” added: “There is the 
serious danger that Truman’s 
compromise with Wallace will 
wreck the domestic political unity 
which has been developed in be- 
half of American foreign policy.”

STATE SENATE ENDS SESSION 
AFTER CLEANING UP ALL BILLS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 19 
(AP)—The Missouri Senate ended 
its fall session today after passing 
appropriation bills totaling nearly 
$15,000,000 and cleaning up all 
pending emergency legislation. 

One of the Senate’s final acts 
was adoption of a resolution to 
adjourn from Sept. 26, when a 
skeleton session will be held, to 
Oct. 28, when another adjournment 
will be. taken unles a full-scale 
meeting is required to meet emer- 
gencies, 

The action had the effect of 


. keeping the records open and al- 


lowing Senate employes to remain 
on the payroll during the recess.

No one in Russia li‘ves on sav- 
ings inherited from an ancestor, 
but the 1936 constitution permits 
people to ‘tinherit” personal prop-

The Russian is “free” to earn 
his own living. Actually recent 
decrees have bound him to his 
job on the threat of reduced so- 
cial security benefits. There are 
severe penalties for being absent 
one day without jsood excuse, 
clocking in late, knocking off 
early, idling either at work or 
over meals. 


Dismissal is compulsory if any 
of these offenses occurs three 
times in one month or four times 
in two months. 


Russian workmen are guaran- 
teed the right to rest and to as- 
sistance when they’re sick, old or 
can’t work. All the benefits are 
tied into their work record, much 
as United States social security 
benefits are. 


Whether he’s a factory hand or 
a farm peasant, the Russian is 
tied into a wide recreational pro- 
gram which is intended to fit him 
for “labor and national defense.” 


He has reading rooms, athletic 
groups, clubs, theaters, museums, 
rest homes—all provided by the 
state. But all of them jam Com- 
munist party politics down his 
throat in his rest hours. None of 
them grants the American’s right 
to explore all history’s experi- 
ences, from Buddhism to Com- 
munism, from = slap-stick to 
Shakespeare. 


Discrimination Outlawed. 


The one freedom which the So- 
viets do seem to work out is free- 
dom from discrimination for rea- 
son of race, sex or nationality. 
Any one who draws such a dis- 
tinction is subject to punishment. 

This freedom from discrimina- 
tion in Russia springs from the 
Czarists’ efforts to “Russify” the 
land too roughly—a land with 200 
nationalities. 

The Communists went so far in 
their non - discgimination policy 
that one house’ of the Supreme 


| Soviet (legislature) is set up to 


represent nationalities. 


The government supports al] 
sorts of group cultural expres- 
sions—theater, dance and music. 
But this “culture” has to be “pro- 
letarian in essence.” A playwright 
in Irkutsk can turn out a show, 
but somewhere in it he is expected 
to put in a wallop for Communist 
politics, much as though Noel 


Coward could have produced plays 
here the past 14 years only if he 
had taken cracks at the Republi- 
can party. 

Russian has a secret ballot and 
all adult citizens get to vote—but 
all the candidates are hand-picked 
Communists. 


Russia says it grants free 
speech, press and assembly. But 
the government owns all news- 
papers, printing presses, publish- 
ing houses, schools, radio stations, 
theaters, concert halls, museums, 
telegraph and telephone. A gov- 
ernment board can suspend any 
of them. 


Some Criticism Allowed. 


There is some freedom of ex- 
pression, however. American 
papers have had examples lately 
in stories from Russia quoting 
criticisms of the manner in which 
some industries are run. Commu- 
nists call this “permitting self 
criticism.” It is obviously a way 
to spur more production in Rus- 
sia. 

Russians are granted freedom 
from “unauthorized arrest or 
search,” much as an American 
knows he doesn’t have to go with 
the sheriff unless the sheriff has 
a warrant, 

But in’ the United States the 
crimes for which a citizen can be 
arrested are spelled out in law. 
In Russia citizens can be arrest- 
ed for “acts dangerous to the 
state”—which are not spelled ou 
and which can change. :

DUCATION in both Japan and China requires large doses of 
democracy, but how to apply the rerhedy is puzzling a large 
number of highly-placed educators, both in the United, States and 


Realizing what happened to education in Germany and elsewhere 


in Europe following World War 


I, educators feel that something 


drastic should be done to head off similar tendencies in the Far East 

following World War II. That the character of education provided 
for millions of Asiatic children in the immediate future will have a 
considerable bearing on the matter of war or peace is axiomatic. 


Two reports are now available 
@ealing with the educational situ- 
ations in Japan and China respec- 
tively. It is significant that the 
gystems of education in the two 
countries, though in violent con- 
trast, contain many fundamental 
elements which are in direct op- 
position to democratic practices 
in education which prevail in the 

nited States. 

"on neither Japan nor China did 
the education systems, as devel- 
ped in the last quarter century, 
show any traceable evidence of 
American democratic influence, 
‘although it might reasonably have 
‘been expected as a result of the 
long-standing Christian mission- 
ary endeavor in both countries. 

In Japan, the outstanding char- 
acteristic in the pre-surrender 
educational system was fascism, 
embodying glorification of State 
and Emperor. In China, the edu- 
cational system, borrowed origi- 
nally almost wholesale from Rus- 
sia in 1927, has had as its chief 
characteristics the glorification of 
the Kuomintang party and its 
leaders, the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
founder of the party, and the 
present leader, Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek. Now, as a result 
of developments growing out of 
World War II, it is necessary for 
‘both China and Japan to reor- 
ganize their educational systems 
in the direction of democracy, 


Report by U.S. Mission. 
With reference to the two re- 
ports dealing with the Japanese 
and Chinese educational systems, 
the Japanese report was written 
by an American educational mis- 
sion of 27, headed by Dr. George 
D. Stoddard, now president of the 
University of Illinois. The mis- 
sion visited Japan early this year 
and after a month of intensive 
study submitted its findings in 
the form of a 69-page report to 
Gen. Douglas A. MacArthur. 

The report has received consid- 
erable attention. in educational 
circles in Japan, where the reform 
of the educational system has be- 
come an urgent necessity as or- 
dered by the Supreme Commander. 
Several high Japanese military of- 
ficials are now on trial for their 
lives on charges of having led 
their nation astray educationally 
prior to, and during, the war 
years. In addition, there has been 
a drastic purge which involved the 
“screening” of more than 15,000 
teachers suspected of harboring 
reactionary thoughts concerned 
with the old order in Nippon. 

The report on education in 
China, though unofficial, is equal- 
ly interesting. It was written by 
an American missionary educator, 
Dr. Searle M. Bates, of the Uni- 
versity of Nanking. The report 
was printed in the magazine Pa- 
cific Affairs, but probably has not 
been widely read in China. 

Books Being Revised. 

Aside from the “screening” of 
teachers, reforms in Japanese 
education ordered by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur include wholesale revision 
of school books and elimination 
of a publishin; system which per- 
mitted widespread graft among 
officials of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. Another reform was the 
wholesale elimination of Japan's 
“mythological” history instruction 
which taught the theory of the 
miraculous origin of the empire. 
Further drastic reforms include 
abolition of geography texts which 
inculcate the idea of Japanese 
world domination. All books and 
passages teaching Emperor-wor- 
ship have been barred. 

These reforms were ordered and 
in part put into effect before the 
arrival of the American Educa- 
tional Mission, which concerned 
itself with the problem of elim- 
inating bureaucratic contro] and 
bringing about decentralization, 
thus placing the management of 
primary schools in the hands of 
local committees rather than in 
the hands of Tokyo bureaucracies. 

The American committee recom- 
mended that the school system be 
restricted to three grades — pri- 
mary, secondary and university— 
and that the so-called collegiate 
grade and teacher-training nor- 
mals be abolished. The reason for 
the abolition of the normals was 
due to the fact that they had been 
controlled by the Army General 
Staff and used for spreading reac- 
tionary military doctrines through- 
out the school system. The uni- 
versities will give special courses 
for teachers in the future. 

Attendance is to be compulsory 
for the first nine years and there 
is to be no charge for tuition in 
the grades under the universities. 
Co-education, heretofore unknown 
in Japan, is to extend throughout 
the system. 

Unfortunately, a recommenda- 
tion in the report to the effect 
that: the Japanese language be 
“romanized” and taught in the 
schools monopolized public atten- 
tion when the report was first 
published. Actually there is noth- 
ing new about romanization, or 
“romaji” as the Japanese cal] it. 
There has been a romaji associa- 
tion in Japan for many years and 


} 


books and magazines have been 
published in romaji instead of the 
native ideographs or characters 
which were borrowed from China. 
A similar movement has been in 
progress in China for several 
years, but as in Japan has made 
little progress. 

The Japanese Cabinet on Aug. 11 
announced the appointment of a 
so-called Cabinet Committee of 50 
members to co-operate with the 
American Committee in putting 
the proposed reforms into effect. 


Situation in China, 


Education in China suffered 
grievously in the years of war 
with Japan, The large Chinese 
Northeastern University at Muk- 
den, capital of Manchuria, was 
closed and the students scattered 
to become beggars.«or propagan- 
dists for political factions. All 
Chinese educators in Manchuria 
were driven from that area dur- 
ing the Japanese occupation and 
all schools, including missionary 
schools, closed. The only schools 
permitted to operate were Japa- 
nese controlled and used to train 
Chinese clerks for official Japa- 
nese administrative organs. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Bates’s report, edu- 
cation for Manchuria’s 35,000,000 
people, since the Japanese occupa- 
tion, has been a complete blank. 

Unfortunately, China has not 
been visited by an impartial edu-: 
cational mission such as Japan 
has been, hence a definite program 
of recommendations is not avail- 
able. Dr. Bates’s report merely 
deals with present conditions. He 
says that there have not been any 
reports from large areas for at 
least nine years. In large sections, 
controlled by the puppets, there 
was no formal education because 
the Japanese would not supply the 
puppets with any educational 
funds.

The inflationary currency situ- 
ation has caused special problems 
concerned with the payment of 
teachers. In “many boarding 
schools the pupils must pay their 
tuition, school and laboratory fees 
with rice and with special quanti- 
ties of other foods for the faculty 
members. Most teachers are com- 
pelled to do outside work in order 
to eke out a bare existence. 


Many Buildings Destroyed. 

There has been widespread de- 
struction of school buildings. De- 
struction of missionary schools 
alone amounts to more than $3,- 
000,000 in United States currency. 
China's bill for losses suffered by 
its educational plant resulting 
from the Japanese invasion has 
not been disclosed, but probably 
will be included in the reparations 
account. At least half a dozen 
large universities were completely 
destroyed, including Tsing Hwa, 
the Boxer Indemnity University at 
Peiping, which represented an in- 
vestment of United States $25,000,- 
000. Other schools destroyed in- 
cluded Pei Yang University at 
Tientsin; Kwang Hwa University, 
National Engineering Institute, 
‘and Labor University at Shanghai. 

Lack of a census makes it im- 
possible to provide accurate fig- 
ures regarding the student popu- 
lation or literacy. There are 
thought to be approximately 25,- 
000,000 students enrolled in the 
various types of schools. Literacy 
among the older boys runs from 
30 to 50 per cent. Among older 
girls literacy does not exceed 10 
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Mixed in with the abrasions and 
lacerations which most people in 
the hospital had suffered, he be- 
gan to find dreadful burns.

Gen. Waitt said he preferred to 
avoid discussion of Wallace’s 
reference to radio-active poison 
gases, 

Mentioning “a world of atomic 
bombs and other revolutionary 
weapons, such ag  radio-active 
poison. gases and biological war- 
fare,” the 3600-word letter made 
no other allusion to the subject. 


However, the fact that Wallace 
wrote of “other” weapons than 
the atomic bomb suggested that 
he was referring to something be- 
sides the now well-known by- 
pg - of the bomb explosion it- 
self. 


While there was no amplifica- 
tion, this much is known about 
radio-activity: 

The atomic bomb, in detonating, 
produces radio-activity in’ two 
forms: (1) The direct radiation of 
high-speed, high penetration rays 
at the instan’ of detonation; (2) 
contamination resulting from the 
creation of fission products repre- 
senting roughly the ash of nuclear 
fission. In itself, this character- 
istic of the bomb represents one 
form of poison warfare. 

Dr. Wendt made no specific 
mention of possible ways to 
spread the new poison, but in 
discussion of radio-active by- 
products he referred to contami- 
nation of reservoirs, stating: 

“These powerful by-products of 
the plutonium plant could them- 
selves be dropped in small bombs 
from planes and might even be 
more effective in rendering the 
water supply fatal. ; 

“It would not even be necessary 
to drink this water. In every house 
the plumbing system furnishes a 
direct connection with the water 
reservoirs and forms a complicat- 
ed, branching network which 
would automatically carry the 
source of the deadly rays into 
every home.”

However, we are more fortunate than 
many veterans, since we did not have to 
start out from scratch—we managed to 
hang onto a few things throughout the 
war, 

I still contend, as do thousands of 
other veterans taking “on the job train- 
ing” that §200 a month is not adequate 
for a man who has a family’to support 
and ig trying to establish a home for 
them. AN EX-MARINE, 
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Wallace Triumphant 


After two hours and 23 minutes of “detailed 
and friendly discussion,” the President and Mr, 
Wallace yesterday agreed on an armed truce, 
Mr. Wallace will quit doubling in brass, that is, 
quit acting as Secretary of State as well as Sec- 
retary of Commerce until the Paris peace con- 
ference adjourns. ‘Then, presumably, he will 
renew his attacks on official American foreign 
policy as outlined and documented by Secretary 
Byrnes. Meanwhile, Mr. Wallace will remain a 
member of the President’s Cabinet. 

Messrs. Stalin, Molotov, Vishinsky and Gro- 
myko must be smiling behind their hands at 
Mr. Wallace’s triumphant session at the White 
House and at the President's failure to demand 
his resignation. At the same time, our official 
delegates—Messrs. Byrnes, Connally and Van- 
denberg—must be wondering whether any posi- 
tion they take at Paris henceforth will be taken 
seriously by Soviet Russia, Great Britain or any 
other nation. 

As pointed out by Wallace Deuel yesterday, 
everybody agrees with Mr. Wallace’s basic pre- 
mises, Is the world in a “sad and parlous” state? 
It is. Is the most important problem in the 
world today “for the United States and Russia 
to live together in peace”? It is. Must we 
“make the effort to head off the atomic bomb 
race’? Surely, unless catastrophe is to ensue. 

The overriding question, however, is how these 


' objectives are to be achieved. Mr. Wallace be- 


lieves in an appeasement policy—the reduction 
of our armed forces; the scrapping of the un- 
precedented American offer to internationalize 
the atomic bomb, as outlined in the Acheson- 
Lilienthal report; the granting of huge sums to 
Russia which would undoubtedly be used to fi- 
nance Moscow’s militaristic five-year plan. 


After trying appeasement at Moscow last year, 
and finding it does not work with the hard-hit- 
ting realistic Russians, Secretary Byrnes has de- 
veloped a policy of demanding that Russia live 
up to its commitments; of standing by American 
principles; of championing the rights of small 
nations and, in general, of matching Russian 
aggressiveness with American determination. 
That policy, which Mr. Byrnes believes is the 
best way of avoiding worse trouble in the future, 
is the one Mr. Wallace is trying to sabotage. 

The President’s weak-kneed compromise of 
yesterday is a blow at American prestige 
throughout the world. 
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Eye-Catching Last Lines 

Hermann Goering and former Adm, Erich 
Raeder have been telling in the Post-Dispatch 
just how Germany lost the war. Goering says 
Germany should have made peace with France 
and Britain in early 1940; that the “beautiful 
plan” for the conquest of Russia failed because 
it was not properly carried out; that Hitler’s in- 
terference with jet plane production prevented 
the use of that weapon to its maximum effec- 
tiveness. Adm. Raeder says Germany’s defeat 
came about because Hitler missed the chance to 
invade England. 

Whatever may be the value of these post- 
mortems, it is interesting that both Goering 
and Raeder conclude their articles with eye- 
catching lines. Goering hopes ‘others will draw 
their lessons from our experience.” What others 
does he have in mind? Raeder’s conclusion is 
even more interesting. It is: 

I hope it will serve as a warning to all 
German governments of the future never 
again to under-estimate the - technical 
prowess, thoroughness’ and efficiency of 
other nations.

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Altruism on the East Side 

Through long years of watching a seamy 
pageant, Police Commissioner John T. English 
of East St. Louis has ripened into a humani- 
tarian, a philosopher of the law and a unique 
exponent of what we may call the let-alone 
theory of law enforcement. 

The law in East St. Louis forbids handbook 
betting. But does the mere existence of a statute 
bother Commissioner English? Not for a mo- 
ment! The law notwithstanding, Commissioner 
English says the people should be allowed to bet 
in handbook shops just as at Fairmount Park, 
although he does not explain by what process of 
reasoning he stretches the law permitting bet- 
ting at a race track outside East St. Louis to per- 
mit bookie operations within the city limits. 


With Commissioner English, however, this is . 


no mere legal matter, but a great humanitarian 
issue involving the prevention of unemployment. 
“To close the handbooks,” he says, “would throw 
a lot of people out of work. They may call me 
a Hitler for saying this, but that’s the way I feel 
about it.” 

There’s the Commissioner for you—a_ big- 
hearted altruist who is willing to be compared 
to the archfiend of civilization so long as he 
isn’t chivvied into handing down an order that 
will deprive some poor devil of his job. We 
hadn’t heard that unemployment had struck the 
East Side and had entertained the muddled im- 
pression that there was a shortage of manpower 
for productive jobs. But there’s the Commis- 
sioner’s word for it and he’s on the ground. 

This modern, humane approach to law en- 
forcement will be good news to a lot of people. 
Carried to its logical conclusion, it would mean 
a firm stand against any steps that would take 
away the livelihood of shell game sharps, blue 
sky salesmen, rubber check artists, Robin Hoods 
of the rod and the blackjack, and the men who 
toil in dank cellars turning out bogus hundred 
dollar bills. Could a great humanitarian be 
bothered with fine distinctions about the gravity 
of law violations? 

The corollary of not molesting the bookies is 
not to molest the gambling palaces either, unless 
the newspapers make it so hot that the unem- 
ployment angle has to be overlooked. Neither 
do the police do anything about it when the 
Capone gang muscles in, especially if it’s in the 
person of a local boy whose “father was a fire 
captain here and whose brother operates a de- 
cent saloon.” 

That fits into the campaign against unemploy- 
ment, too. Do nothing about the gambling 
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joints or the clash of rival gangs, and before 
long you may have something that will save 
the undertakers some cruelly idle and unre- 
munerative days. 
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How the Battle Was Lost 


The public housing bill was defeated for the 
fourth time at. Jefferson City yesterday and 
again it was defeated by the chronic absenteeism 
of legislators who aren't enough impressed by 


‘ the importance of their office to be in their 


seats when noses are counted. : 

The bill to exempt public housing from taxa- 
tion, and thus open the way for Federal aid, won 
a majority of 62 on the 11th, but fell 1¢ votes 
short of the constitutional majority required to 
carry. Again yesterday the majority favored 
the bill, 71 to 43, nine votes better than before 
but still five short of the constitutional majority 
of more than one-half the total membership. 

If all the absentees from St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph, the three cities affected, 
had been present and had voted aye on either 
occasion, the measure would have carried. Both 
times three St. Louis Representatives, James O. 
Andreatta, Wilbur Hunter and William Jones, 
were absent. None of the three members from 
Buchanan County (St. Joseph) attended the ses- 
sion. One of the Kansas City members was ab- 
sent without excuse. Here, all told, were seven 
votes, two more than necessary'to bring the 71 
up to the constitutiorial majority. If these men 
are not interested in performing the duties for 
which they were elected, and for which they are 
responsible to the public, why don’t they have 
the courtesy to quit? 

The 43 who voted against the bill loudly pro- 
tested their virtue in doing so by claiming that 
public housing is “Socialism” and “Commu- 
nism.” Their bad faith in making any conten- 
tion of the sort is proved beyond controversy by 
the fact that on the day before, they voted for 
the Federal-aid hospital bill, which embodied 
precisely the same principle. They blew hot one 
@ay and cold the next. The silliness of their 
arguments went so far that Representative Kent- 
ner of Barton County said he voted against the 
bill because an atomic bomb might fall on the 
housing! 

Mayor Kaufmann, James L. Ford Jr., Walter 
W. Head, Paul J. Kaveney, Preston Estep and 
Associate City Counselor Hamilton worked hard 
to try to get the Legislature to pass this vitally 
needed measure, 

The organized real estate lobby, using legisla- 
tors as bemused cat’s-paws, fought them vi- 
ciously with misrepresentation and downright 
bunk that could fool only those who were pretty 
willing to be fooled to begin with. 

Yet the real estate lobby and its pawns would 
not have been able to defeat public housing if 
it had not had the help of the chronic absentees 
from St. Louis, St. Joseph and Kansas City. 

It is to these legislators’ default of their pub- 
lic trust that the three principal cities of Mis- 
souri owe the loss of their hope of public hous- 
ing at the present session of the Legislature.

Housing Is a Major Test 


By February and March the facta of the 
world food and shipping shortage could no 
longer be shirked, There is little doubt 
that its scale had been underestimated. No 
victory was won by the Government in the 
battle for food; but its assailants were 
not the Tories, but the elements. 


Homes provide a more vital test and 
here final judgment cannot be passed for 
many months to come. In every town and 
village the shortage is acute. At least a 
million houses are needed at once. 


Between the two wars, under Tory ad- 
ministrations, three out of four houses 
were built by speculative builders for sale; 
it was chiefly the middle class which 
Britain rehoused during those years, 

Today Labor has decreed that four out 
of five houses shall be built by the muni- 
cipal authorities for rent: by Government 
control of labor, materials and price, pri- 
orities have shifted to the lower income 
groups. 

Through the repair of damaged homes 
and the provision of temporary and perma- 
nent houses, over 200,000 families are to be 
rehoused by the end of 1946, with the as- 
surance of a greatly increased supply in 
1947, If this program can be fulfilled, the 
Government will have surmounted one of 
its biggest obstacles. 

Normally two or three major measures 
a year were considered ample. The pres- 
ent Parliament has passed at least a dozen 
of capital significance and 30 or 40 more 
of a secondary nature. 

The Bank of England and the coal in- 
dustry have been nationalized. In one sense 
the first marked little more than a formal- 


ity, for during the war the Treasury ruled 
the bank. But the act was symbolic of a 
new era in national finance. 


Coal is a more urgent issue. It is still in 
desperately short supply. Today the indus- 
try which once supplied the chief British 
export is barely alive to keep our own 
wheels turning. The coal) crisis remains, 


A board of nine has just started its giant 
work of reconstruction, It is composed of 
the leading mine owners, mining engineers, 
commercial experts and trade unionists in 
the country and equipped with a fund of 
$600,000,000 for mechanization and exercis- 
ing complete mastery over the entire in- 
dustry. 


Strategy in New Battles 


The battle for coal will help to shape the 
strategy for other battles to come. Within 
the five-year lifetime of this Parliament, 
the Labor Government is pledged to extend 
its nationalization program to transport 
iron and steel. 


A comprehensive National Insurance Bill 
is now law. It is designed to insure every 
man and woman against unemployment, 
sickness, accident and old age. 


A new Health Service has been approved, 
free to all, and seeking to provide the best 
medical attention for the poorest in the 
community. 


This list of ambitious schemes already 
begun does not exhaust the record of the 
first year’s work. But they are enough to 
show that Labor has the inspiration to re- 
form, the courage to innovate and the will 
to govern. 


Prime Minister Clement Attlee {s not -a 
superman. But he has grown in stature 
and confidence and is universally respected. 
His chief colleagues, Ernest Bevin, Herbert 
Morrison, Hugh Dalton, Aneurin Bevan 
and Emmanuel Shinwell, are more than a 
match for any team the Opposition can of- 
fer. The Tories are no threat. 


Alternative for World? 


To win full success in ensuring peace 
and prosperity for the people, Labor must 
rebuild the British export trade to reach 
a prodigious figure far exceeding the level 
of 1939; it must shape a foreign policy in 
which Labor commitments conform with 
power. 


A start in this last and most intricate 
endeavor has been made in India with a 
bona fide offer of independence, If the In- 
dian parties can now arrive at some work- 
ing agreement, the most important step 
will have been taken in shedding the legacy 
of the past.

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The Wonderful Lowells 


THE LOWELLS AND THEIR SEVEN WORLDS, by Ferris 
Greensiet. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 
Several years ago, James Truslow Adams, 

himself not a member of the family, wrote 

a book entitled “The Adams Family,” and 

ever since the Adamses have been called 

America’s No. 1 family. Now we have a 

similar study of the Adamses’ neighbors, 

the Lowells, showing that they, too, have 
their claims to greatness. No attempt is 
made to contest the Adamses’ place, for in 
the epilogue to his book Mr. Greenslet com- 
pares the two and admits that in a ma- 
jority of the areas the Adamses surpassed. 


But he also shows that the two families 
have much in common. The Adamseg sur- 
passed in government and politics, with 
two Presidents and a long line of public 
servants. But the Lowells had three Fed- 
eral Judges, and the author believes that 
but for his death at the Battle of Cedar 
Creek, Brig. Gen. Charles Lowell might 
‘well have been a presidential candidate in 
the post-Civil War period. And who is to 
Say that in 1872, with the friendly Lowell 
rather than the irascible Greeley, the Lib- 
eral Republican movement might not have 
succeeded? 


* * * 


Even in literature where such names as 
James Russell and Amy Lowell seem to 
give preponderance, the author admits that 
as time passes the Adamseés will probably 
occupy the more important place. Only in 
business did the Lowells surpass. The 
great textile mills of Lowell and Lawrence 
are testimony of their superiority. 


In this biography of the Lowell clan, 
Greenslet has selected seven of the 11 gen- 
erations as the basis of his story. Old 
Percival, pater familias of the clan, came 
to New England in 1638, two years after 
Henry Adams arrived. Not much is known 
of him or of his successors for five gen- 
erations. But with John Lowell, known in 
the family as “The Old Judge,” born in 
1743, the Lowells begin their rise, and from 
there on they take high rank in business, 
politics, literature, theology, science and 
education, Their chief asset the author 
calls “their animal spirit” but is perhaps 
better described ag “drive.”

Along with high natural ability, this gave 
them those unusual natural endowments 
which brought success in all of the above 
fields. Physically they were soon spent. 
The average life of a Lowell was 57 and 
was too frequently terminated by cerebral 
hemorrhage. The Adamses averaged 81 
and usually died a perfectly natural death. 
Through all generations the Lowells show 
great devotion to education, having given 
in service to Harvard College alone over 
210 years as teachers or members of the 
Board of Overseers and regents 


It is a distinguished record, and Mr. 
Greenslet’s pen has made it rich in enter- 
tainment and knowledge. He has had the 
advantage of using some hitherto unpub- 
lished letters, poems and articles to give 
zest and life to his story. The study of such 
distinguished families will always be a 
worthy occupation as show.ng, by exavaple, 
what America can produse when heredity 
and environment provide a suitable back-

There is no way out of a mess 
of this sort except to practice the 
manly virtue of admitting that 
you have made a mistake. Mr. 
Truman has tried to do this. 
But he has not admitted, or even 
realized, his initial mistake, and 
therefore, he has not managed to 
close the incident. 


“That Way Madness...” 


His mistake was to let a lead- 
ing member of his Cabinet make 
a partisan political speech on the 
gravest issues of foreign policy. 
When Mr. Wallace showed him 
that speech, the first question be- 
fore Mr. Truman was not whether 
he agreed with it. It was whether 
a member of his Administration 
should break the bi-partisan politi- 
cal truce. The meeting in Madi- 
son Square Garden was a political 
rally. That was the worst place 
and the last place to discuss issues 
that have no relation to and 
should have none with the elec- 
tion of a Governor and a Senator 
in New York. 

That was sufficient reason for 
Mr. Truman to have forbidden Mr. 
Wallace to make the speech. It 
would have been an excellent: 
reason. For once these questions 
are entangled with partisan poli- 
tics, not onty is the truce broken 
but the questions themselves can 
no longer be considered on their 
merits. For when Mr. Wallace says 
at a mass meeting that Governor 
Dewey and the Republicans are 
a British party, he has asked for 
it if his political enemies retort 
that he is the leader of the Rus- 
sian party. That way madness lies. 

If Mr. Truman were to recog- 
nize that his first mistake was to 
let Mr, Wallace make a partisan 
gwpeech on foreign affairs, he 
might still be able to repair some 
of the damage. He might do this 


| by issuing a public order as Chief 


Executive and as leader of his

and that for the remainder of the 
political campaign no Democrat 
will, with his sanction and ap- 
proval, make a partisan issue on 
any question in foreign affairs. 


The President Defaults. 


There is another aspect of this 
incident which points up a prob- 
lem which needs to be examined, 
though there is no obvious ready- 
made solution. Mr. Truman has 
made it perfectly plain that, 
though the President is charged 
with the conduct of foreign af- 
fairs, this President is in fact not 
shaping and guiding our policy. 

This means that Mr. Byrnes 
has exceptional responsibility. In- 
deed, in this century at any rate, 
there has been no Secretary of 
State, not even Mr. Hughes or 
Mr. Stimson, who has had any- 


thing like the initiative and ulti- 


mate authority that Mr. Byrnes 
possesses. 

That being the case, the ques- 
tion must be asked whether it is 
advisable for Mr. Byrnes to spend 
so much of his time abroad act- 
ing as the executor and negotia- 
tor of his own policies. For in 


Mr. Byrnes 


1946 Mr. Byrnes is the principal 
maker of American policy, as 
was President Wilson in 1919; 
he is also the day-by-day, point- 
by-point negotiator of the details 
of the treaties. I think I am 
right in saying that in the judg- 
ment of many of the closest stu- 
dents of the former peace confer- 
ence, Mr. Wilson's decision to slug 
it out personally in Paris was one 
of his greatest mistakes. 


Certainly it is a fact that na- 
tions with a much longer experi- 
ence of the hard realities of 
major-league diplomacy do not 
let the men who must make the 
final and controlling decisions 
expend themselves in the rough 
and tumble of a conference of 
this sort. The principals nego- 
tiate through their agents—only 
we among the Big Five have as 
our agent the man who must, in 
fact, write his own instructions. 


Lonely Eminence. 


Mr. Byrnes is negotiating with 
men who, though nominally of 
the same rank and authority, do 
not in reality have the same re- 
sponsibility. For Mr. Bevin is a 
minister acting for the Cabinet 
and under its instructions. Mr. 


Molotov is an agent of the Krem- 
lin where the Politburo must 
pass not only on major questions 
but apparently even on the most 
minute details of procedure. M. 
Bidault, avworking right in Paris 
at the nation’s -capital, is in im- 
mediate and continual contact 
with his own Government. 


But there is a lonely eminence 
about Mr. Byrnes’s position. For 
after he has consulted his im- 
mediate advisers, there is no 
higher authority, detached from 
the tensions and pressures of the 
conference, to guide, 
and ta coach him, and to be his 
backstop if he muffs the ball. 


Beyond the Turmoil. 


This is a serious disadvantage. 
The mental and emotional cli- 
mate of an international confer- 
ence is not conducive to a calm, 
cool, balanced, and far-sighted 
judgment—to seeing the world 
steadily, and as one world. 

The air is clouded with propa- 
ganda, and few who are present 
can resist the psychology of the 
crowd, the waves of hope and fear, 
the boredom and the nervous ex- 
citements, the mass emotions, the 
slogans, the stereotyped opinions, 
the tendencies to panic, the ex- 
hibitionism before the _ galleries 
and in the crowded lobbies, which 
are characteristic of large, undis- 
ciplined, excited assemblies. 

The making of peace under 
these conditions may be an un- 
avoidable necessity. If it is, some 
one must descend into the arena 
and fight it out. But I wonder 
whether he ought to be the man 
who must make the decisions as 
to what is to be fought for, and 
how. 
policy needs to be done at home, 
in close contact with the whole 
Government, and with that de- 
tachment which measures the na- 
tion’s interests and its power in 


all the continents around the 
world.

The Roosevelt Line. 


Tt was Mr. Roosevelt, acting 
through Secretary Hull, who ob- 
tained from Marshal Stalin at 
Moscow in 1943 the agreement 
that Austria was to be treated as 
a “liberated” rather than as an 
enemy country — the agreement 
that the Marshal has since stead- 
ily violated. 

Tt was Mr. Roosevelt who ob- 
tained for China the promise that 
Marshal Stalin would support ex- 
clusively the national government 
of Chiang Kai-shek which was a 
clear recognition that Chiang, and 
not the Chinese Communists, was 
to rule that country. 

It was Mr. Roosevelt who set up 
a United Nations pledged to de- 
fend all its members against ex- 
actly that sort of aggression that 
the Soviets got away with in Iran 
and are now trying on Turkey. 

Finally, it was Mr. Roosevelt 
who, while opposing British im- 
perialism in India, committed the 
United States to upholding it in 
the Near East. | 

Therefore, I repeat, it seems im- 
possible that the former Vice 
President should imagine that, in 
advocating a policy of further con- 
cessions to imperialist Russia, he 
is upholding the Roosevelt line. 


Having just returned from a 
brief visit to Ohio, I can, how- 
ever, understand Mr. Wallace’s 
confusion.

Cross-Purposes. 


On the upper plane, it is sin- 
cerely internationalist and aims 
earnestly at abolishing war for- 
ever through the United Nations. 


On the lower, it is trying to 
keep the United States strong 
enough to win the next war if it 
comes, is counting on Britain as 
a sure ally in that war and is 
appeasing possible minor allies 
like Peron in Argentina, Franco 
in "Spain, George in Greece and 
Chiang Kai-shek in China. 

In other words, having insisted 
that the United Nations remain | 
too weak to keep the world’s 
peace, the American Administra- 
tion feels itself obliged to rely for 
national security upon force re- 
gardiess of ideology or principle. 

If the Byrnes-Wallace contro- 
versy should succeed in making 
clear to our people what we are 
doing; if—better still—it should 
succeed in forcing our Administra- | 
tion to drop the nationalist- 
imperialist element in our policy, 
it will have been more useful

Floor Resolution.

The paintings* were ordered by 
a special House committee from 
William Knox, artist, of Elsberry, 
Mo. He was commissioned under 
a resolution adopted last year, 
calling for placing in the House 
chamber of a painting of the 
U.8S.S. Missouri showing the sur- 
render of Japan.

Elliott, after expressing 


Jopinion the bills were exorbitant, 


asked the House if it desired to 


do anything about it. Fred Nor- 
den of Popular Bluff, a member 
of the special committee, replied 
that the resolution directed the 
Speaker to approve payment of 
all claims approved hy the com- 
mittee, and asked Elliott if he was 
going to follow that direction. 

Nothing else was done by the 
House and Elliott said he would 
approve the claims today. 

The bills included $5250 for the 
painting of the U.8S.S. Missouri, 
$535 for the two smaller portraits, 
$120 for 12 days’ time of the artist 
for trips to St. Louis concerning 
picture frames, several small 
items for telegrams, telephone 
calls, shipping expense and name 
plates, and $100.35 in expense of 
the House committee. 

“If you are going to pay the 
artist $5250 for the painting,” Elli- 
ott said, “you should not pay him 
$10 a day to get the painting up 
here.” 

The paintings have been hung 
temporarily in the House chamber 
and an unveiling ceremony will be 
held later.

contract with the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. include a 35-cent-an- 
hour wage increase and a reduc- 
tion of work hours to 40 a week, 
at meetings held yesterday. 

At the request of the union’s 
executive committee, about 700 
night shift workers met in an aft- 
ernoon session, and 900 day em- 
ployes last night at Carpenters’ 
Hall, 1411 North Grand boulevard. 
Purpose of the meeting was to de- 
cide on provisions of the new 
contract, which will succeed the 
present one, whieh expires Dec. 
81. 

The proposed increases would 
raise the hourly pay of operators 
of busses and one-man streetcars 
from the present scale of $1.05, 
plus incentive pay of 1 to 3 cents, 
to $1.40 an hour, with incentive 
pay. The present work week is 
48 hours. Operators of two-man 
cars receive 98 cents an hour, in 
addition to incentive pay. It was 
suggested their wages, and the 
salaries of non-operating employes 
be increased proportionately. 


GREEKS FIND REPORT INVASION 
IS IMMINENT HAS NO BASIS 


ATHENS, Sept. 19 (AP) — The 
Greek high command intelligence 
service has found no basis for 
reports of an imminent invasion 
of Greece, and such rumors are 
part of a “war of nerves,” a Min- 
istry of Defense spokesman said 
yesterday. 

A qualified Allied informant had 
said earlier that he had received 
information, from a source not 
divulged, that an invasion “may 
be expected within two days.” 

The Government reported a new 
attack by leftists near the Al- 
banian border. It was reported 
that Greek troops had started in- 
tensive operations against leftist 
bands in Macedonia and Thessaly. 
The high command would not 
confirm the reports, but the Sal- 
onika office of the Press Ministry 
said it had learned that the drive 
started Monday and that scores 
of acknowledged Communists has- 
tened to surrender. 


YOUTH ON PROBATION TWICE 
GETS 5 YEARS FOR TIRE THEFT 


Elmer O. McCormack, twice ad- 
mitted to probation by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore on previous offenses, to- 
day exhausted the court’s patience 
when he pleaded guilty of stealing 
automobile tires from interstate 
shipments. He was sentenced to 
five years in a_ federal peni- 
tentiary. 

In 1941 and 1944, McCormack. 
now 22 years old, pleaded guilty of 
violating the Dyer Act governing 


theft and interstate transportation| 


of automobiles but was placed on 
probation because of his alleged 
tubercular condition. 

While on probation he was sen- 
tenced to Algoa Reformatory by a 
state court for automobile theft, 
escaped and later was apprehended 
and sent to. the state penitentiary 
at Jefferson City. He aroused a 
furore in penal cidcles with a 
story after his release that nar- 
cotics were circulated freely in 
the prison. An investigation by 
federal narcotics agents proved 
the story false. The offense to- 
day involved the theft of tires 
from a South St. Louis warehouse. 
Two other youths under indict- 
ment with him will be tried next 
month.

EX - G.I, ADOPTS 
OLD TIMER’S HUNCH 
AND STRIKES GOLD 


Makes Rich Discovery Five 
Yards From Point Where 
Prospector Quit Digging. 


PINE CREEK, Ore., Sept. 19 
(UP)—An ex-G.I, told today how 
he followed a hunch and found 
gold-bearing ore which he says 
has assayed as high as $1481 a 
ton. ' ; 

The gold strike was made by 
William Smith, 35 years old, who 
learned about prospecting from his 
mother. She had told him about 
an old timer, George Cline, who 


came here from Alturas, Calif, 
many years ago, but died without 
striking gold. 

Smith prospected the region be- 
fore he went to war, as his moth- 
er had done before him. He, too, 
became convinced there was gold 
here. When he came home from 
the Army, he set out on the search 
again. 

It was in a quartz ledge, 15 feet 
from. where the old prospector had 
stopped digging that Smith found 
the ore. 

He sent samples to Denver, 
where E, E. Phillips, manager of 
the Colorado Assaying Co., as 
sayed them at $1481 per ton and 
$835 per ton. 

Smith said the quartz ledge was 
200 feet long and 25 feet thick. 

His discovery was the West’s 
second report of rich gold deposits 
within two weeks. Several hun- 
dred prospectors already had de- 
scended on Crescent City, Calif., 
wher: ore was reported to have 
assayed at $55 to $75 per ton.

As a rule, how- 
ever, it seems to me that most of the Sunday addresses are 
scarcely average. Dr. Crane, why don’t the churches insist 
on placing a premium on forensic ability? If a man cannot 
thrill his audience, why should he be a priest or minister?”

JOHN SEEMS to overlook several essential facis about 
elergymen. In the first place, the duties of a priest or min- 
ister are not confined alone to thrilling large Sunday audi- 
ences. These church leaders also visit the sick and counsel 
the parish members who are worried, unhappy, and often on 
the verge of suicide, divorce or despair, Most laymen fail 
to realize the large number of calls which a clergyman makes 
each week, and in addition, his office or residence is the 
mecca for those who are down and out.

NEW YORK, Wednesday 
CANNOT help feeling that, 
when a cabinet member has 
written a confidential letter to 
the president, the question of 
whether or not it should be pub- 
lished should -not lie in the hands 
of a news commentator and col- 
umnist who has obtained a copy 
of it in any way whatsoever, The 
way he obtained the letter may 
have been entirely legitimate, but 
whether he has the right to pub- 
lish it without the consent of both 
the writer and recipient seems to 
me a question worth pondering. 
The subject matter of Secretary 
of Commerce Wallace’s letter to 
the President is so important that 
since in the end it was released to 
the entire press, I hope everyone 
will read and ponder it. Tomor- 

row I shall write more about it. 

As usual when I spend a day 
or two in New York City, every 
moment of my time has been 
scheduled for appointments, Yes- 
terday afternoon, among numer- 
ous other people, I saw a charm- 
ing Dutch girl, Miss H. J. Roosen- 
berg, who has come over here 
from Holland to visit various col- 
leges and speak on the needs of 
the schools of Europe. 

I have long been familiar with 
the objectives of the world student 
fund, but she reiterated the point 
which seemed to her most im- 
portant—namely, that students in 
countries where life is somewhat 
easier have been trying to help 
other students in areas where s0 
much that makes education possi- 
ble has been destroyed. We here 
in New York City, in the past 
week, have seen what a shortage 
of newsprint can do to our news- 


papers, but we have no conception 
of what it would be like if we 
were trying to obtain an educa- 
tion and most of the books needed 
had been destroyed! In many 
parts of Europe, even pencils and 
paper are practically impossible to 
obtain, and classrooms have van- 
ished. 

Contributions to this fund at the 
present time might well be made 
in kind, it seems to me, and would 
represent savings made in our edu- 
cational institutions by our young 
people, who are somewhat waste- 
ful of essential supplies. 

Miss Roosenberg is leaving for 
the West Coast by air, but she will 
travel back slowly, making many 
stops along the way. I shall be 
interested to get her impressions 
before she returns to Holland. She 
is now excited at the mere feel 
of being in a free country. I only 
hope that our students are able to 
encourage her enthusiasms and 
her confidence in what this coun- 
try can do for the less fortunate 
students of the world. 

At noon yesterday, I went to a 
luncheon given by Miss Doris 
Byrne, vice chairman of the New 
York Democratic state committee, 
for the women workers in the 
party. Many of them are of my 
ancient vintage, but I am glad to 
say many of them are far younger! 
Two women candidates from 
Nassau county were present—one 
is running for Congress, and the 
other for the state assembly. Both 
of them seemed to me women of 
ability and determination, so the 
campaign should be active even 
if the chances for success remain 
unknown until the votes are 
counted on election day.

to make superior apple pie, 
The only reason for this recom- 
mendation is the apples, The best 
pie varieties coming on the mar- 
ket are all recently gathered 
fresh from the trees. Jonathans,

that is almost hard, and it is 
brimful of juice and has that tart 
sprightly flavor that is unmis- 
takably apple’and an uncompara- 
ble one at that, It is this flavor 
and this juice which must be 
jealously held on to while baking 
the pie. There are all kinds of 
tricks which home cooks have re- 
sorted to through the years to 
keep juice in pie. Some are good 
and some are bad. Since the fruit 
shrinks in the baking, it natural- 
ly must be packed into the pie 
very compactly; in fact to end up 
with a full pie, enough sliced 
apples have to be really heaped 
into the pie with the result the 
top of the pie is well rounded 
up. With steam accumulating in 
the cooked fruit, it has to get out 
and so vents are cut. Some cooks 
cut vents all over the top crust, 
even down around the rim and 
since liquid seeks its lowest level 
(if there is an abundance of 
juice), it is sure to run out around 
the rini to be lost. The only prac- 
tical place to cut a vent for 
steam to escape and at the same 
time hold on to the juice is in 
the exact center and make it wide 
open enough to permit steam to 
escape but have it not to extend 
over too wide an area. Then an- 
other safeguard is to seal the 
edges of the two crusts. The best 
possible sealer is water. And it 
should be brushed on the edge 
of the lower crust the instant be- 
fore the top crust is laid on be- 
fore the water has time to evap- 
orate. Then with very gentle pat- 
ting with the outside edge of the 
palms of the hands all around, 
the crusts will be sealed tightly 
together.

Dissolve one package lime gela- 
tin in one-half cup boiling water. 
Stir until clear, Add one cup ap- 
ple juice and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and allow to cool and thicken 
while preparing other ingredients. 
Cut enough celery to make one 
cup, chop one-half cup walnuts, 
peel three medium Jonathans

And at 50 cents an order 
it is a steal.

No. 3 is a semi-cafeteria 
affair, non-tableclothed, which ca-

Why Do We Call It the “Nape” 
of the Neck? 
IKE gold, a metaphor is 
L where you find it.

Just why this is so-called has 
not yet been settled definitely.

After the smoke of battle had 
cleared away and South was down 
one—having had no play, however 
remote, for his slam contract— 
South said aggrievedly to his 
partner, “Why did you jump all 
the way to six? Didn’t you hear 
me sign off at three no trump? 
And besides, I was the one with 
the big hand — the one who 
opened with a two-bid—so you 
might have let me be captain, in- 
stead of taking charge yourself.” 
He sighed, deeply wounded. “If 
you wanted a slam you might 
have bid five hearts over my 
three no trump, to let me decide 
what I wanted to dé.” 


North was remarkably forbear- 
ing, under the circumstances, 
This is what he might have point- 
ed out to South: 

South had nothing approaching 
a two-heart bid. Yes, he had five 
honor tricks, but he also had a 
minimum of six losers, by the 
most optimistic count possible, In 
other words,-his hand alone would 
perhaps fulfill a contract for one 
heart! Thus (still using the op-’ 
timfifstic count) North would have 
to supply three tricks for even a 
game contract!
